DICTATORS FOR TIMBER 








It is with very real anxiety that lovers of timber racing receive the news 
of the comparatively few entries in the great timber races of today. Last 
week but two horses went to the post in the Virginia Gold Cup. The week 
before only four started in the Maryland Hunt Cup that has known as many 
as 20 starters. The week before that, the second day at Middleburg saw 
Jack Skinner winning the timber race by walking past the flags. This is a 
travesty on a great sport. But there is still the same interest on the part of 
spectators, there is still the great appeal that sent Plunket Stewart, Jervis 
Spencer, jr., Redmond Stewart, George Brown, James Piper, F. A. Bonsal, 
Sr. and many others out to make history in the most famous of all timber 
races, The Maryland Hunt Cup. 

The fundamental reason for timber racing, is that timber is the natural 
cross country obstacle to be encountered foxhunting in this country. To race 
over timber is to carry foxhunting out to its logical conclusion and to test 
the hunter in his own environment for stamina, speed and ability to jump. 
In this respect, it is significant to note that the first horses to run the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup were not thoroughbreds but half-breds such as The Squire, 
Tim Burr and Sixty. The course was for hunters over natural country and 
it was not unknown for a rider of Redmond Stewart’s ability to pull an ex- 
hausted horse down to a trot to get him out of the mud of a wheat field over 
a 4 foot post and rail and still be in at the finish. 

There have never been purses offered at the Maryland Hunt Cup, because 
it is a race that the gentlemen responsible for its fame have felt should 
never be tainted with commercialism. The timber classics of today, how- 
ever, are not so much faced with commercialism as they are with extinction. 
The trouble lies in the jumping ability of the hunter which has been sacri- 
ficed for speed, and the speed is being sought, not from bona fide hunter 
types, but from brush and flat horses who have no excuse for being called 
timber horses except the desire of their owners to win on America’s classic 
It is too bad that Princeton, Oracle, Landslide, Garry Owen 
and their kind are no more the standard bearers of timber racing. These 
horses were real hunters who had been hunted by their owners many times 
and who had been turned into timber jumpers with years of timber jump- 
ing behind them. 

There is but one answer to the problem of timber racing in this country, 
and this answer cannot be found in increasing purses because there are few 
Hunt Race Meetings that can afford to pay purses that justify the owner of 
a timber horse in running his horse as a brush horse and against brush 
horses over timber. The answer instead lies in the hands of the committee 
members who handle the entries. Unless these gentlemen remember that 
timber racing and steeplechasing over timber is an offshoot of foxhunting, 
organized to provide a fair test of hunters and are willing to limit their en- 
tries accordingly, timber racing is doomed in this country. There are few 
men with the money or the inclination to risk the life of a good horse by 
asking him to race against brush horses over timber. Timber racing must 
remain for hunters, and bona fide hunters, at that. Hunt Race Committees 
must sit down like dictators and insist that qualified hunters out daily in the 
hunting field are alone fitted to be steeplechasers over timber. Then they 
must rigidly enforce their rules to see that jumpers which have had their 
training behind hounds are running the timber races of today and not horses 
bred and trained for the flat or for brush. The future of a great sport lies 
Its continuation is worth fighting for.

Iam such an amateur at both gard- 
ening and writing that some weeks I 
never know where to begin.
